The mines are 
run by the worst class of prisoners in 
the penitentiary and among the men 
who have mutinied are twenty life pris- 
oners. Warden Tomlinson has refused 
to grant the requests of the convicts. 
Many complaints have been made at 
the penitentiary by the prisoners be- 
cause of the grade of food furnished 
them and to this dissatisfaction has 
been added allegations of mistreat- 
ment. The first trouble was displayed 
last night when the miners who had 
entered the mine in the morning re- 
fused to come to the eurface unless 
their demands were granted. Warden 
Tomlinson refused and the prisoners 
remained in the mine all night, pre- 
-venting the fifteen guards over them 
from going above and additional rds 
from entering the mine.

This guard was left in charge of two 
of the convicts in the mutiny, while 
the others marched to the adjoining 
division anfi spread the revolt, and 
called on the convicts to join. The con- 
victs were soon marching through the 
mine from one division t another, 
yelling and swinging their lamps and 
picks. Other desperate convicts en- 
tered into the epirit. White-shirt term 
men generally offered no opposition to 
.the mutineers, and quietly joined them. 
So far as can be learned, no opposi- 
tien of any kind was offered thé con- 
victs.

One Hundred and Twenty-five Thou- 
sand Dollars Placed in Trust for the 
Widow—Provision for Possible Chil- 
dren—Division of the Family Relics.

Election in Santa Ana. 


Correspondence.} The “social clube” 
were given a severe jolt today. E. W. 
Lymburner, manager of the Fullerton 
Chancellor Club, was convicted of vio- 
lating the new county liquor ordinance. 
The evidence today substantiated the 
claims that had been made that liquor 
had been sold freely at this club, and 
that the law was violated. In_ fact, 
the evidence of the defendant himself 
bore out this claim. At 3:30 this after- 
noon the case went to the jury, and 
in less than fifteen minutes a verdict 
was returned, “guilty, as charged.” 
This is a test case, and igaves little 
doubt as to the outcome the other 
cases expected to come from that sec- 
tion of the «cunuty. The officers claim 
that they have just as much evidence 
against the other clubs as they had 
against the Chaycellor, and that they 
propose to prosecute them all to the 
full extent of the law. Pedro Labat 
of Capistrano was fined $100 a few 
days ago for violating this ordinance.

SAN PEDRO. 

MORE ROTTEN ROCK DUMPED. 

SAN PEDRO, March 19.—[{Regular 
Correspondence.} The deiivery of rotten 
Chatsworth Park rock on the govern- 
ment seawall work was commenced 
again Monday. Sixteen carloads were 
dumped on that day and thirteen more 
carloads were dumped today. The total 
deliveries of rock for the past few days, 
including that brought from the Declez 
quarry, have been 40 carloads on Sat- 
urday, 49 Monday and 28 today. 

Samples in The Times office show the 
Chatsworth Park rock just delivered 
and dumped on the breakwater site to 
be equaliy as rotten and unfit for the 
purpose as that taken from the same 
quarry some time ago. It is soft and 
porous, and crumbles like sugar after 
a little exposure to water. A mixture 
of sand and mud dried in the sun 
would produce “rock” of about the 
same quality. 

WRECK SIGHTED. 

Capt. Adam Dodd of the bark Vi- 
dette, which arrived at this port Sat- 
urday from Everett with a lumber 
cargo, reports having sighted a wreck 
on the passage. It was in the after- 
noon of the 12th inst, eighty-five nau- 
tical miles 8.W. by W. from Port Har. 
ford. The bark with ali eail set was 
bowling along at a seven-knot gait 
before a northwest wind. A heay 
swell] was running from the westw 
but the air was clear, so the lookout 


was somewhat relaxed. Suddenly o big | 


object, nearly submerged, was seen slid- 


ing along past the bulwark. The 
heavy rise and fall of the swell pre- 
vented more than a swift glance at it, 
but Capt. Dodd, who was on deck, eaw 


enough to convince him that it was the 


hull of a vessel. The portion seen &p- 
peared to be the stern, with either 4 
rudder or a propellor blade sticking 


skyward. It seemed that the bow was 


nearly but not quite downward, 50 
that the deck was slightly ona slant, 
instead of being in a perpendicular po- 
sition. The bulwark was painted white 


in the sea astern. 
The probable direction of the drift of } 


the wreck is difficult to reckon on. It 
is not likely to be carried far.either by 
the wind or the swell, for with nearly 


all the bulk under water and with the 


anchor chains holding {t down, wind 


or wave would have little influence. The 


set of the current, however, would 
probably carry it, but the velocity and 
direction of the current cannot be 


judged accurately from a sailing vessel.

Amendment of the Hay-Pauncefote 
Treaty by the Senate.

NEW YORK, March 19.—Senator 
Stewart of Nevada is quoted in a spe- 
cial from Waehington to the Times as

“I regard the amendment of the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty by the United States 
Senate as the worst political blunder of 
the times. In my opinion, that treaty 
was the greatest diplomatic achieve- 
ment by this country during the pres- 

t. generation. — 

“The consent of the whole world 
that the United States might build te 
canal, to be used by the commerce of 
the world upon the payment of such 
tolls or charges as would pay interest 
on the investmert, coupled with the 
pledge of all commercial nations to 
maintain the utility of the canal, both 
in peace and .war, would have been 
the best and oniy available guarantee 
for the uninterrupted use of the same 
by the United States, in common with 
all other nations.- 

“It is absurd to assume that the 
commercial world would be less 
scrupulous in maintaining the neutral- 
ity of the canal in which all mankind 
is interested than in maintaining the 
neutrality of the ports of a weak and 
helpless nation. 

“The blunder in amending the treaty 
has involved the Senate, as well as the 
administration, in a diplomatic contro- 
versy with Great Britain, which has 
postponed the commencement of the 
canal for two years, at least.”

VIEW OF THE PRESIDENT. 

In the March issue of the Atlantic 
Monthly, Henry B. F. Macfariand has 
an interesting article on the President 
and his personal characteristics. 
Among other things, he effectually and 
emphatically disposes of “the astound- 
ing delusion, entertained by some Re- 
publicans as well as many Democrats 
who do not know him, that he (the 
President) is, and has been ever since 
1896, more or less under the influence 
of Senator Hanna.” Mr. Macfariand 
shows that the President “has had his 
own way more than most party lead- 
ers, more than most of his predeces- 
sors in the White House. But he has 
had it in his own way,” adds Mr. Mac- 
farland. He continues: 

“Always tactful, serene, patient, 
modest in manner, never sounding a 
trumpet of announcement or indulging 
in noisy threatenings or complaining 
recriminations, he has not had credit 
for his cotrage, persistence and deter- 
mination. He has cared more for real 


success than for making people think | 


that he would have it or had won it. 
Now, most men are still children who 
are impressed by appearances. They 


like to be told, even by the President 


himself, that he is doing or going to 
do great things, especially if, as in the 
case of Andrew Jackson, he publicly 
defies some enemy, or talks contemp- 
tuously of the coérdinate branches of 
the government. Most Americans look 
upon the President as superior to the 
Congress and the Supreme Court, about 
whose powers and functions they know 
very little; and they are rather pleased 
than otherwise when he acts as though 
he agreed with this opinion. Even if 
such a President actually fails to ac- 
complish, perhaps because of a belli- 
cose and blustering manner, any real, 
substantial success in the way of leg- 
islation or diplomatic negotiations, 
even if he is destructive rather than 
constructive; and leaves the country 
and his party worse off than when he 

President, he may remain a 


| hero indefinitely to many people. 


“The war with Spain, which Presi- 
dent McKinley did everything in his 
power to prevent, gave him the great 
opportunity of his life; and one that he 
best improved. In it he lifted his ad- 
ministration to the plane of those of 
Wasiifagton and Lincoln, and linked 
his name with theirs for our time, if 
not for all time, as the liberator of 
millions from the yoke of Spain. The 
country wanted war, but was not pre- 
pared for it; the President did not 
want it. but was prepared for it when 
it came. Throughout the war he was 
not only the actual Commander-in- 
Chief, but the director of our diplo- 
macy. The story of the United States 
in the summer of 1898 is as dramatic 
and as brilliant and as glorious as any 
that history tells. Spain was expeljed 
from her Jast strongholds in the West 
Indies and in the East Indies, and shut 
up in the home peninsula; the islands 
she had misgoverned came under the 
flag of freedom; the United States, as 
the champion of the millions whom 
Spain had oppressed, came out of her 
isolation, and received recognition 
from all the nations. President Mc- 
ewig could say better than any other 

man, ‘This was my work,’ while, with 
characteristic modesty, thoughtfulness 
and generosity he was praising and 


‘thanking other men, all of whom did 


not deserve to be so praised and 
thanked. The suddenness and com- 
pleteness of our achievement dazzled 
the imagination and won the admira- 
tion of the world. Its consequences 
made us an active instead of a passive 
world power, and gave us new duties 
and responsibilities, which we regret, 
but could not honorably avoid.” 

Amid the passions, the prejudices, 
the contentiens, and the multitude of 
disturbing factors which obscure the 
truth at the present time, it is difficult 
if not impossible for contemp 
opinion to form a correct estimate of 
our great President and his character. 
But the future can safely be trusted in 
this respect. When the obscuring 
mists of the present have been swept 
away. he will stand forth in history 
as one of the grandest of the many 
grand characters that have left their 
impress upon the public affairs of the 
nation. His name and fame will shine 
resplendent when the names of his 
petty would-be critics and detractors 
are buried in oblivion. |

CHARACTER SKETCH OF THE WOM- 
AN INDIAN FIGHTER. 


Her Early Life Knew Few Gentle 
Influences—Her Checkered Career In- 
spired Many Dime Novels—She 
Wishes She Had Lived Differently. 


{Chicago Tribune:] Calamity Jane, 
the woman Indian fighter, hunter, 
scout, poker player, and miner, the 
friend of ali the old-time famous 
soldiers of the plains, end the heroine 
of a dozen lurid novels of the kind that 
sell for a nickel, is to end her melo- 
dramatic career in an almshouse. A dis- 
patch from Butte, Mont., a few days 
ago said that Calemity Jane had been 
admitted to the Jallatin county poor- 
house, and that she expects to end her 
days there.

“The results were satisfactory. The 
moral reaction was no less stimulat- 
ing than the physica! glow after a cold 
plunge. The fact of getting on a solid 
basis gave new tone to the business.

say that the increase of advertising 
patronage that followed the decisive 
step was due, in some measure at least, 
to the higher moral plane on which all 
were free to act. The change paid. It 
marked the beginning of a solid up- 
ward trend in patronage that has 
shown no sign of diminishing. 

“Business men generally, and 
cially those engagéd in publishing, are 
prone to over-estimate the difficulties 
that seem to threaten the conduct of 
business absolutely on the square. 
Any such publisher should straighten 
up, and he will be surprised at the in- 
vigorating atmosphere the man 
breathes who does business on a high 
plane, the better standing it will give 
him, and the increase in moral weight 
he will gain.” 

Printers’ Ink once had to face the 
disagreeable necessity of admitting a 
shrinking of circulation from 56,000 to 
14,000 without any corresponding re- 
duction in its charges for advertising 
space. Its free and frank admission 
of the truth convinced everybody that 
it really did have the 14,000 circulation 
it claimed, and of its advertising pa- 
trons it scarcely lost a single one.
